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Council Reluctant’ to Strike Rate 
$11m. wanted to cover estimates 


Altona Shire Council has provisionally decided it 
wants more than one and a half million dollars to do 
its work in the 1966-67 council year. This would need 
a four cent rise in rates—from 10 cents to 14 cents. 


But the council has still not agreed on 
what to declare the rate—even after 
weeks of public meetings and other meet- 


ings behind closed doors. 
BIG DEBATE 
Last Monday night the council took 40 minutes 
of arguing to adopt as correct the minutes of two 
important meetings on the Shire’s finances. 


After voting to adopt the 
minutes of the special meeting, 
it was discovered that many 
councillors did not have the 
minutes in front of them. Cr. 
W. G. Cresser said he had left 
his at home. 

The minutes were on a special 
council meeting on October 31 
at which the estimates were 
tabled, and of another special 
meeting of the council on Nov- 
ember 7. 

Cr. J. J. Ginifer said several 
times that the “big industrial 
powers are closely watching 
these proceedings” and if they 
were not carried out strictly 
according to law they would 
take the council to court and 
have any declared rate upset. 

This November 7 meeting was 
the one advertised as a_ public 
meeting, but which council voted 
to exclude the public and Press, 








At that meeting Crs. Ginifer 
and G. den Dulk moved that the 
estimales be approved. 

Cr. W. L, J. Crofts voted 
against the motion, requesting 
that his vote be recorded in the 
minutes,- and the approval was 
carried. 

Cr. Ginifer moved a notice of 
motion to make a rate of 14¢ in 
the $1 on net annual value, and 
the council voted to deal with 
the notice of motion at a special 
meeting on November 7.

After excluding the public 
and the Press at the Novent- 
her 7 iecting, Cr. Ginifer’s 
motion was put to the vote and 
defeated., 

Crs. McIntosh and den Dulk 
voted for the motion, and Crs. 
Fisher, Lee, Crofts, Jurga, 
Bond and Cresser voted against 
it. Cr. Ginifer was not at the 
meeting. He was in State Par- 
liament. 


“CONSCIENCE VOTE” 

Cr. Lee said most councillors 
had voted against the motion to 
demonstrate their opposition to 
an increase, but that this was 
a conscience vote only. “ 

Considerable time had “been 
spent in thoroughly perusing the 
estimates and deleting every 
item considered to be unneces- 
sary during the coming financial 
year. 

If any further reduction of ex- 
penditure is made the community 
would be adversely affected and 
many works could come to a 
standstill. Cr. Lee suggested 
that those councillors opposing 
the motion should be able to in- 
dicate where reductions of ex- 
penditure can be made and that 
if they are unable to do so, 
should agree to the motion. 

The council agreed to recon- 
sider the motion. 


“NO MORE CUTS” 

Cr. den Dulk said the final 
result at the last meeting of the 
finance committee was that the 
estimates could be reduccd no 
further and it was considered 
that the recommendations made 
by the executive officers had 
been established, necessitating a 


4c rate. 
\ 


Any councillor opposing the in- 
crease in rates should state his 
reasons and any way in which 
the rate could be reduced, he 
said. 

Cr. den Dulk said that if the 
council proceeds al its present 
rate, it will take approximately 
15 years to complete all Govern- 
ment roads. This was undesir- 
able. 

He stressed that warks being 
carried from loan funds have 
‘no bearing whatsoever on the 
rate. Perhaps a few thousand 
dollars could be saved which 
may amount to 0.4 of a cent, 
but he suggested that this was 
not a good idea. 


He added that nothing cowd 
be saved on staff wages, and 
any reduction ‘of the Altona 
North Hbrary funds would be 
unfair to the nearby residents. 


Cr. CROFTS DISAGREES 


Cr. Crofts speaking against 
the motion, said that he did not 
disagree with Cr. den Dulk in 
that all ihe works listed are 
desirable but he was concerned 
with the matter of timing. 

In his opinion; all works do 
not have to be done this year. 
Regarding reductions = which 
could be made in the Estimates 
Cr. Crofts stated that he had 
asked about various items at 
Committee meetings and, had al- 
ways becn advised that it was 
impossible . {0 delete them. 

Cr. Crofts then referred to a 
public state ment which ap- 
peared in The Alfona Star in 
March, to the effect that there 
would be no rise in the rate un- 


til 1968, when a revaluation of 
the municipality is carried -out. 

Cr. Crofts read the extract 
from The Star which referred to 
Council policy regarding rates 
in a statement which was mad 
by Cr. Ginifer. : 

Cr. Fisher said he had defin- 
itely denied that Council policy 
had ever existed in relation: to 
rate and referred to a comment 
which had been made that rates 
may increase by one penny and 
he demanded Cr. Crofts’ with- 
drawal. 

Cr, Crofts said he had no re- 
collection that this had been 
denied and that he would not 
withdraw. 

Cr. Fisher said he regarded 
the statement as offensive to 
himself and again requested the 
withdrawal. 

Cr. Crofts stated that if Cr. 
Fisher found his ‘statement off- 
ensive then he would withdraw 
it but no offence had been in- 
tended. 

At this slage Cr. Lee appealed 
{o councillors to attempt to 
make a decision on rates. He 
again reiterated that all Coun- 
cillors were opposed to increas- 
ing the rates but Estimates had 
to be balanced and all members 
of the Council should get to- 
gether and act unanimously. 


“LT WAS OVER-RULED” 


He again asked Cr. Crofts 
where he could specify items 
which could be deleted and 
Cr. Crofts repeated that, sug- 
gestions made to the commit- 
tee had been over-ruled. 


Cr. Lee said the City of Sun- 
shine had a rate of 14c, the City 
of Williamstown 14c, the City of 
Footscray 13.75c.

LARGE ATTENDANCE AT DINNER 


MEETING 


Club held at Kooringal Golf Club on Monday, Nov- 


speakers and visiting Apexians. 


The subject under discussion was “The Socially 
Handicapped in our Community.” 


President Max Kidd introduced: Guest speakers Miss J. Pat- 
terson from the Brotherhood of St. Lawrence, Mrs. V. Lee, Red 
Cross Social Service, Miss Brown, Victorian Council of Social Scr- 
vices. Councillors Les Crofts, Gerry den Dulk from Altona Shire 
Council, Alan McDonald, President of Lions, Chris Sarros repre- 
senting Rotary and David Hobbs, President of the Apex clab of 
Belmount. ' 

Miss Patterson speaking on Poverty as one facet of the general 
theme ‘The Socially Handicapped in our Community,’ made one 
point which was emphasised by the other speakers also—there is 
a serious deficiency in the amount of statistical, factual, data in 
ibe number of people who live in poverty in Victoria and on just 
what constitutes ‘poverty’ eg. If you have 8 children and cannot! 
afford higher education. Is this poverty? , 

It would appear that the basic wage, pensions etc., are based 
on what has gone before and not on a realistic assessment of what 
it costs to live. 

The poverty parade of pensions in the Herald when the blanket 
appeal is being held should give us some idea of what a lot of 
people fail to. see. ~_ : : 

Charilable organisations will always be needed because there 
will be people in even the greatest welfare state who fail to cope 
with life due to illness, or mental or physical deficiency. 

Miss Lee spoke on ‘Socially Handicapped’ and what it means:— 
Theoretically anyone who does not conform is socially handicapped. 
However, Miss Lee felt that the problems that create social disor- 
der on a large scale would be the basis for the talk, e.g. The large 
pool of unemployed and unemployable people created by the 
higher technological levels required of workers in industry, is a 
problem now and will become a much bigger problem in the future. 

Early research is required to predict and prevent this type of 
problem which must ultimately create a group: of Socially Handi- 
capped people, 

Broad scale historical research indicates that we do ultimately 
recognise this type of problem i.e., we don’t send 12 year olds down 
the mines or stone to death the adulteress but the rate of change 
is too passive. : 

Miss Lee emphasised that organisations like Apex (although she 
did not say this) should not jump in where angels fear to tread. 
Two things must be. avoided, 1. An overabundance of help. Like 
the poor old lady who was in a complete dither ‘after a kind 
neighbour got in touch with 18 different organisations telling them 
she needed help. 2. Expecting people to tell a person they do not 
know, all their private! business. 

Miss Brown recommended a Shire Council sponsored Co-ordin- 
ating Committee operating from an advisory centre at a fixed loca- 
tion and staffed with a professionally trained social worker. The 
co-ordinating committee would be the ‘‘help—group,” made up of 
representatives of Council Apex, Rotary, Lions etc. 

The scheme would work as follows:— Doctors, Clergy, Social 
workers would nominate to the advisory centre, people who need 
and .are willing to accept help. The social worker would. assess 
the need and pass on a request for help to community service and 
charitable organisations: through the Co-ordinating Committee, This 
scheme avoids overlapping of assistance and invasion of privacy.

First round of the attack will be made at a 
public meeting in the Altona Civic Hall on Wednes- 


day, November 23. 


It has been called by the Al 
fona High School Parents, 
and Citizens Association with 
the backing of similar groups in 
other Altona schools, 

And last Monday night, Al 
tona Shire Council voted to give 
the movement all possible as- 
sistance. 

The November 23 meeting will 
most probably draw up a peti- 
tion that will be widely circula- 
ted so that everyone will have 
an opportunity to “helping the 
cause.” 


LETTERS AGREE 

The shire council had re- 
ceived many supporting letters 
and was told by Cr. W. L. J. 
Crofts that Seaholme suppor- 
ted the move, too. 

In a letter to the shire coun- 
cil, the association said: “At 
the monthly meeting of the as- 
sociation it was decided to write 
letters to all members of Parlia- 
ment connected with our muni- 
cipality—(a) stressing our de- 
sire to retain matriculation at 
Altona High School; and (b) to 
seek an assurance that al! 
teachers both in the junior and 
senior classes at the high school 
have teachers qualified to teach 
the subject he or she is teach- 
ing. 

“Also it was decided to form a 
sub-committee to arrange a pub- 
lic meeting on November 23 at 
8 p.m: of all interested parents 
and citizens in Altona to support 
these matters.” 

The association suggested that 
a petition regarding our educa- 
tion problems be sent to Parlia- 
ment as a follow-up to the public 
meeting. 

“As election day may be an 
ideal day to gather the signa- 
tures for the petition and as 
there will not be another coun- 
ei] meeting at’ which to discuss 
this matter would the councillors 
agree to such a suggestion and 
could they assist us to make this 
a success?” : 

The letter continued: “We 
seek the suppor! and assistance 
of the council in this matter and 
ask that the meeting be held in 
ihe Civic Hall, and that the shire 
president, Cr. S. G, Melntesh, 
might chair this meeting in 
close liaison with the. High 
School Association. 

“We will uot be satisfied uo- 
1i1 our high school is correctly 
stalfed.”” 


ALTONA NORTH 
Altona North Primary School 
Mothers’ Club wrote: “At the 
meeting of our club on Monday, 
October 31, the newspaper article 


regarding public apathy towards 
the Education Dept.'s decision 
to take the maths/science mat- 
riculation classes from both Al- 
tona High Schools, was dis- 
cussed. 

“It was unanimously resolved 
that, although our organisation 
is attached to a primary school, 
the matter was of prime import- 
ance to the future schooling of 
our children, and as such, a 
letter of protest on the Depart- 
ment's ruling should be forwar- 
ded to you for presentation at 
the next council meeting. 

:“We are very proud of the 
schooling facilities available in 
Altona and deplore the fact that 
the standard of these facilities 
will inevitably be lowered by 
this most unfair decision affect- 
ing both the high schools in the 
district. * 

“At the critical period in their 
schooling when time for infen- 
sive study is all important, our 
children are to be asked to 
travel further afield to complete 
their studies. Other considera- 
tions are the extra expense to 
parents for uniforms and travel- 
ling expenses and, for the pupil, 
the period of adjustment which 
must follow any change of 
school. 

“Primary school statistics in 
Altona must prove that, with 
each successive year, the num- 
ber of pupils reaching matricu- 
lation standard will steadily in- 
crease and for this reason we 
feel thal schooling at this level 
should and must be available at 
our high schools. 


“We would like you to express 
our apreciation to Cr.

— Local Marianists 


—~ Very Rev. James M. Darby, $.M., American 
Provincial Superior of the Society of Mary (Marian- 
ist) community staffing St. Paul’s College, Altona 
North, is visiting Australia this month to inspect the 
order’s first foundation here and to discuss possible 
expansion. 

The announcement of his arrival in Me!bourne 
on November 12 for a brief stay was made by Bro. 
William Callahan, §.M., head master of the college. 


Father Darby is presently ser- 
ving his second term as_ the 
superior of the Cincinnati Ohio, 
Province. 

Prior to becoming Provincial 
of the largest of the Society's 
twelve provinces and two vice- 
provinces, he earned his Bach- 
elor's Degree in Arts from the 
University of Dayton, Ohio, and 
his Doctor's Degree from Har- 
vard University, Cambridge, 
Massachusetts. He then served 
as Vice-President of the Uni- 
versity of Dayton. a Marianist 
University and one of the ten 
largest Catholic universities in 
the United States with an enrol- 
ment of over ten thousand stu- 
dents, 4 

As Provincial, besides sending 
religious priests and brothers to 
this country, he has responded

. . CONFERENCE HEAD 

In addition to being a Ma- 
rianist superior, Father Darby 
is also the current President of 
the Conference of Major Super- 
iors of Male: Religious in the 
United States. This organization 
has been working on a_pro- 
gramme for the spiritual and 
intellectual formation of  re- 
ligious and is seeking to devise 
new ways of carrying out the 
Decrees of Vatican II, especially 
in the area of co-ordinating the 
activities of numerous religious 
congregations and institutes. 

Father Darby likewise serves 
as Vice-President of CARA 
(Centre of Applied Research in 
the Apostolate), a Papally ap- 
proved group of experts on the 
Inner City ~Apostolate which 
studies the Church's crucial work 
in the core of metropolitan areas 
and neglected with the growing 
interest in suburban living. 

Earlier this year, Father Dar- 
by assisted’ the ARA team con- 
ducting a series of seminars 
for U.S. bishops to ensure on 
their level a better understand- 
ing of the Research Centre and 
the good work that can be ac- 
complished through its efforts. 

During his term as Provincial, 
the visiting Marianist has ex- 
pressed concern for a greater 
intergration of lay and religious 
teachers in the schools of the 
American provinces; advocating 
that religious share much more 
of the responsibility and admin- 
istration of schools with lay 
faculty, foreshadowing the Coun- 
cil's “Decree on the Apostolate 
of the Laity’ and ‘Declaration 
on Christian Education." To en- 
sure this collaboration, Father 
Darby has strongly encouraged 
‘full retreats, days of recollection 
and regular discussion meetings 
among religious and layment. 

TO MEET. BISHOPS 

While in Australia, Father Dar- 
by will meet with various Bish- 
ops who have invited the Mar- 
ianists to work in their dioceses 
and he wil! inspect several 
picces of property offered to the 
Marianists as sites~for future 
houses. He will meet with the 
provincials of several other 
brotherhoods who are interested 
in crecting and staffing a schol- 
arsticate centre to be used 
jointly by different communities 
of male religious. 

The parish priests of St. 
Paul's region, comprising Altona, 
Altona North, Kingsville, New- 
port, Spotswood, Werribee and 
Williamstown, will have the op- 
portunity of meeting the Pro- 
vincial and discussing future 
plans with him at a tea at the 
monastery. The members of 
the Parents and Friends’ As- 
sociation will greet him at a 
barbecue to be held at the Jury 
estate in Werribee. 

The coming of the Marianists 
of Ohio to Australia is of par- 
ticular importance, according to 
Father Darby. The establish- 
ment of St. Paul’s College, com- 
pletes the world-wide link of 
over 3500 Marianists of the 
world today who live, work and 
teach with people, as did their 
founder, Father William Joseph 
Chaminade.

“THE ALTONA STAR 
COUNCIL RELUCTANT TO STRIKE RATE 


@ Continued from Page 1. 


This indicated that in Altona 
fhe rale compared favourably 
with neighbouring municipalities. 
The executive officers and the 
commitiee have exhausted them- 
selves of any further sugges- 
tions and it should now remain 
for all councillors to consider 
the motion in this light. 

Cr. Crofts said that he -agreed 
with Cr. Lee that all members 
of the council -should get to- 
gether and he repeated that he 
had made suggested reductions 
on several occasions, but had 
been over-ruled. 


Cr. Lee inquired whether Cr. 
Crofts could name an item 
which could be reasonably re- 
duced and Cr. Crofts men- 
tioned $18,000 in the library 
reserve and $36,000 provided 
for new plant. He felt that 
both of these items could at 
least be reduced. 

The Shire Engineer, Mr. R. C. 
Simmons, asked for comment, 
said that over the next 10 years 
the council will be constructing 
streets equivalent to the con- 


struction which has already 
taken place since the Shire’s 
inception. 


He said in Altona North and 
West areas extending to Laver- 
ton where , slreet construction 
will be required, equalled that 
which has been done over the 
past 10 years. 

In order* to do this it is vital 
that the council's plant be main- 
tained in first class order, 
thereby keeping maintenance 
costs to a minimum and enab- 
ling the utmost to be gained 
from the plant. 

He said that if this item is 
reduced or deleted, an amount 
should be added to plant main- 
tenance costs which would in- 
crease. He therefore considered 
that $36,000 which has been 
based on an accurate assessment 
of the life of each plant, is the 
absolute minimum which should 
be provided each year. 

The engineer said the Shire 
could dispose of all its plant 
~but the hiring of plant would 
he more costly. 

Cr. Crofts then inquired about 
(wo amounts of $36,000 listed as 
expenditure in the estimates, one 
amount being for the purchase 
of new plant and the other as 
a transfer to the plant replace- 
ment reserve. It appeared to 
him that $72,000 was therefore 
being allowed in estimates for 
plant. 

The Deputy Shire Secretary 
explained that under the regu- 
lations, it was necessary to show 

the item of plant in this way, 
where a replacement reserve is 
in use. One item represents 
$36,000 transferred to the re- 
serve, the other the purchase of 
new plant. 

However, by referring to the 
receipts estimates it will be 
noted that $36,000 has been re- 
ceived from the reserve funds, 
the net expenditure therefore 
being $36,000. 


RESERVE ALL SPENT 

The Shire Engineer further 
pointed out that since the estab- 
lishment of the reserve fund 
there has been no accumulation 
of funds in it, and that all the 
amounts transferred have been 
spent. 

Cr. Crofts then referred to an 
amount of $8000 to be spent on 
the Botanic Gardens retaining 
wall and mentioned a further 
amount of $12,000 under the 
heading Land  Reclamation— 
Cherry Lake, giving a total of 
$20,000 to be spent on this area. 

The Shire Engineer explained 
that only $8000 was being pro- 
vided, the $12,000 which Cr. 
Crofts quoted being for tip and 
access roads, this amendment 
being shown in a later edition 
of the estimates. 

Cr. Crofts then stated that 
everyone had tried to reduce the 
expenditure but he felt the posi- 


;tion being as it is, further effort 


should be made to find additional 
reductions and that if there is a 
genuine desire to do this then 
the council should deal with the 
major items first. He also 
stated that if every councillor 
agreed that the proposed expen- 
dilure was the minimum then the 
proposed rate should he adopted. 

The Shire Engineer, further 
explaining the $8000 provided for 
the Botanic Gardens retaining 
wall, advised Cr. Crofts of neg- 
otiations which had taken place 
with the Board of Works over 
the past three years which were 
finally successful and he felt 
that the council had a moral ob- 
ligation to carry out the work. 
If it fails to do so it may never 
be done. 

Cr. Cresser stated that during 
his term as a Commissioner of 


the Board, the chairman, Mr. 
Trickey, had informed him that 
the Board would construct the 
wall at its expense. 


MISTAKEN CLAIM 
Cr. Crofts then referred to # 


further statement made by Cr. 
den Dulk that perhaps the coun- 
cil had made a mistake in not 
increasing the rate gradually 
and he pointed out that some- 
where in the vicinity of $208,000 
bad been pruned from last year's 
estimates in order to keep the 
rate at the same figure and one 
item which had been deleted was 
Freemans Road, which has been 
included in this year's estimates 
at $52,000. 

Cr. Crofis stated that the 
main bone of contention, in his 
opinion, was the timing. All 
councillors agreed that if the 
works are essential this year, 
then the proposed rate is cor- 
rect, but he is not convinced 
that all works set out are 
necessary during this financial 
year. 

Cr. Lee repeated that all coun- 
cillors opposed rate increases, 
but to him it was abvious that 
the expenditure could not be re- 
duced any further and that the 
council is going over the same 
ground continuously, and any 
further argument seemed to be 
repetition. All that ,had been 
achieved so far was a small 
savings, if any, as any works 
which are deleted this year 
could be expected to cost more 
in the succeeding year. 

Cr. Fisher called for a di- 
vision which resulted in— 
FOR: Crs. McIntosh, 

and den Dulk; 

AGAINST; Crs. Fisher, Cres- 
ser, Crofts and Jurga. 

Cr. den Dulk suggested that 
the library reserve be reduced 
from $18,000 to $9,000 and the 
temporary play centre be de- 
leted, i.e., $2,000. 

Cr. Crofts asked why the 
library reserve could not be re- 
duced to nil, thereby saving 
$18,000. Cr. den Dulk said it was 
desirable to place a reasonable 
amount in reserve. 


CHANGE COSTLY 

The Shire Secretary then poin- 
ted out that at the last finance 
committee meeting consisting of 
the full council, the executive 
officers had been advised there 
would be no objection to having 
the rate notices prepared im- 
mediately by the computor and 
this had been done. 

Any variation which is’ now 
made in the rate will necessitate 
te-production of rate notices at 
an additional cost of at least 
$500, he said. 

Cr. Fisher then indicated that 
if the decision was unanimous 
he would support the 14c rate. 

Cr. den Dulk then asked Cr. 
Crofts to state what he wanted 
and Cr. Crofts replied that he 
wanted reductions of expendi- 
ture totalling $280,000 in order 
to maintain the rate at 10¢ and 
that only this would satisfy him. 
He was not convinced that all 
works proposed for this year 
are necessary. 

Cr. den Dulk supported Cr. 
Crofts, but asked him to specify 
the items which he would reduce 
or delete. 

Cr. Crofts stated that he did 
not have complete figures, but 
had mentioned several items 
during the meeting and at meet- 
ings of the committee. 


“RISE REASONABLE” 

The Shire Secetary pointed out 
that the figure of 4c was reason- 
able and quoted additional loan 
redemption on account of loans 
raised last year requiring an in- 
crease of Ic in rates, the deficit 
brought forward from last year 
would require an increase of Ic 
in rates, but by virtue of ad- 
ditional libraries, pre-schools and 
infant welfare centres, the in- 
‘crease in maintenance and op- 
erating costs would also require 
an increase in rate. 

At this stage the chairman 
stated that he had not declared 
the division on the motion and 
asked the council to again re- 
cord their vote. 

FOR: Crs. McIniosh avd den 
Dulk; 

AGAINST: Crs. Fisher, Lee, 
Crofts, Jurga and Cresser. 

‘ The chairman did not de- 
clare the result of the division 
and discussion continued. 

Cr. Crofts said he wanted de- 
letions of $3,000 listed for Apex 
Park, and $18,000 for library re- 
serve. He also wanted the lib- 
rary books provision reduced by 
$18,000 and the provision for 
council plany reduced by $10,000. 

Cr. Lee again asked the Shire 
Engineer what the result would 
be if the provision for plant was 
reduced.

Last Saturday morning more schnap- 
per were reported caught by locals than 
have been caught at any time since the 
beginning of the season. 


Practically every boat out after schnapper came 
home with their ones, twos and threes. 


Unfortunately, the weather 
turned bad on the Saturday af- 
ternoon and few fishermen ven- 
tured out until Tuesday morning 
when Jack Lindrea and Bob Bur- 
gess were reported ,to have 
hooked 14 big schnapper. These 
fishermen have been the ‘most 
consistent reported to us this 
season, always returning home 
with more than the avcrage 
catch. 

The fish story of the week 
must go to builder Noel Dickson, 
who nevertheles vouches that 
the story is authentic. 

It started when Noel and bis 
son, Ross, were fishing in the 
mud on the edge of the channel 
off Point Cook. They dropped 
anchor at 5 a.m. and no sooner 
were their rods in the water 
when two schnapper bit and 
were soon boated—both weigh- 
ing six pound. Then son Ross 
got a 10 pounder on his line and 
while bringing it aboard his line 
got into a tangle. 

Noel, in good fatherly fashion, 
left his rods to help Ross un- 
tangle the line, but, no sooner 
had he turned his back—bang— 
over the side went his line. plus 
rod, after being taken by a big 
schnapper, . 

Noel was most unhappy about 


this, but being a true fisherman 
finished untangling the line and 
continued fishing. 


An hour and a half later Ross | 


brought in his line to check the 
bait and noticed a length of 
fishing line on the hook. He 
pulled in the line -and—you've 
guessed it—on one end was the 
rod that went over the side and 
on the other end a fighting 10 
pound schnapper. Not many 
rods that are lost over the side 
are recovered, but when the rod 
and a hig schnapper are re- 
covered this is news. 

Qn Sunday, November 13, 
Des Forrester, of Blenheim Rd., 
West Newport, had the lost: rod 
mark all to himself and hooked 
nine schnapper, the smallest 8lb. 
and four at 15lb. k 

Jack Lindrea, . again, .hooked 
five schnapper last week from 
five to 12lb. out on the mud using 
pilchard and squid as bait. 

A party out with Ken Wise, 
local professional, landed six up 
to 15Ib. last Friday week and 
last Friday another party got 
seven. schnapper up to 1élb. 

Ken also reporied that on 
Saturday, October 29, a fisher- 
man out with him from the Fair- 
field Anglers’ Club, pulled in 
what must be nearly a record

A few points that might be of 
interest regarding the big sch- 
napper are listed below— 

@ The really big schnapper 
(25lb. or more) can still be 
caught, but always miles off 
shore ‘out in thé channel and 
the most successful bait is found 
to be a whole flathead. 

@ Over ‘75 per cent. of the 
schnapper ate taken after dark, 
ie, just after sunset or before 
sunrise. 

@ A pilchard set attractively 
en the hook and worked like a 
minnow in trout fishing, and us- 
ing no sinker ean often bring 
good results used when the water 
is calm and clear.

7oz. schnapper (or 
bigger) is required to win the 
500 yards of nylon line donated 
by Ken Kim’s Sports Store, Pier 
Street, Altona, for the largest 
schnapper taken before. the end 
of November.
